OUT ON THE 
POO PATROL 


Council launches a covert 
lookout for dog-mess after 
mother chalks up a protest 


A NORTH Oxfordshire 
council is sending out 
officers on undercover 
missions to catch pet 
owners who fail to pick up 
the mess left by their dogs. 

Cherwell District Council 
officers will target dog owners 
during the early morning and 
evening walks in areas deemed 
as hotspots. 

Anyone who does not clear 
up after their animal will be 
issued with a £50 fixed penalty 
notice. 

The move comes just weeks 
after mum-of-three Alyson 
Clifton highlighted dog fouling 
problems near her home. 

She started circling dog mess 
in bright-coloured chalk and 
leaving messages for dog 
owners after having to side-step 
1 7 separate pieces of poo on 
the school run. 

Since the start of April the 
council said its staff had already 
issued two £50 fines. 

Cherwell's environmental 
enforcement manager, Mark 
Harmon, said: "The majority of 
dog owners in Cherwell 
religiously pick up after their 
pets. 

"But there are those who will 
try to get away with it if they 
think nobody is watching. 

"Our message is that we will 
be watching and patrolling at 
all hours of the day - not just

from 9am - 5pm. 

"While some of our patrols 
will involve high-visibility 
clothing to make ourselves 
noticeable, other officers will 
be much more discreet in a bid 
to catch offenders in the act. 

"Our advice is to always pick 
up after your pooch, as you 
never know just who is 
watching - or when." 

Previously, officers have 
posed as dog walkers to catch 
people in the act. 

Early morning patrols have 
been carried out in People's 
Park in Banbury from 6am. 

And the council is planning 
to step up their campaign with 
additional patrols this summer. 

Residents who are caught 
flouting the law could be fined 
£50 or have the matter 
escalated to magistrates' court 
where the penalty could be 
increased to £1,000. 

There are more than 120 dog 
waste bins in Banbury and in 
2013-14, costing the town 
council around £21,000 to 
empty them. 

Dog bins in the town are 
emptied twice a week and cost 
approximately £200 each to 
buy and install.

ABOUT £1.15m has been raised 
by the Claire Squires Fund in 
memory of the runner who died 
after collapsing one mile from 
the finishing line of the London 
Marathon two years ago. 

Ms Squires, 30, a hairdresser, 
was raising money for the 
Banbury and District 
Samaritans, a charity with 
which her mother was involved. 

A total of 81,135 donations 


have raised £944,176 for Ms 
Squires’ JustGiving website 
page over the past two years, 
plus an additional £202,550 in 
donations through Gift Aid. 

Some of the funds will go to 
the Banbury and District 
Samaritans, which will help run 
the organisation for more than 
a decade. 

An inquest that was held in 
early 2013 found that her death 


was likely to have been caused 
because Ms Squires took a 
legally available performance¬ 
enhancing drug. 

The appeal total was revealed 
after Robert Berry, 42, 
collapsed and died after 
completing the 2014 London 
Marathon.

BRITAIN boasts the widest 
coverage of superfast 
broadband of the five 
leading European 
economies, including 
France, Germany, Spain and 
Italy, but in Oxfordshire it is 
a different story. 

Latest Ofcom figures for 2013 
show 73 per cent of UK homes 
and businesses can get superfast 
speed of at least 24 megabits per 
second (mbps) through fibre- 
optic cables. 

In Oxfordshire the figure is 
69.5 per cent and some villages 
and hamlets can't get broadband 
through underground cables or 
have speeds of less than 2mbps. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
£25m "Better Broadband" 
scheme, working with BT, wants 
90 per cent of county premises 
to have access to superfast 
broadband by 2015.

Remaining residents either 
have to wait for further council 
funding or take matters into their 
own hands. 

Hugo Pickering founded the 
Cotswold Broadband Group in 
2011 to help rural communities 
get a better service. 

The group - a profitable 
company owned by residents - 
finds gaps in a map produced by 
the county council showing 
where it will provide coverage 
and works with parish councils 
to find a solution. 

Mr Pickering said: "In hamlets 
and villages their speed can be 
between 0.5mbps to 2mbps but 
it's just not acceptable to 
customers." 

He believes one of the 
problems in securing funding is 
that it takes time for residents to

sign up to superfast broadband 
because they are tied to other 
contracts with providers. 

Mr Pickering said: "The need 
is there but it's just about 
meeting that need. 

"Seventy per cent want 
superfast broadband, that shows 
the demand is there. 

"But if they are in a contract 
with an Internet provider they 
can't just step out of it so people 
shouldn't be surprised that take- 
up rates don't suddenly leap up. 
It takes a while for it to filter 
through." 

The county council's business 


chief, Nick Carter, said filling the 
gap left by the broadband 
programme would depend on 
getting extra funding from 
Government grants. 

And district councils would 
decide this summer how much 
money they would allocate of 
their own cash. 

He said: "Oxfordshire is one 
of the most rural counties in the 
South East. That's part of its 
charm and why people like to 
live and work in Oxfordshire. 

But on the other hand it does 
present a few challenges as a 
result." 



NHS spending chief makes way 


Stepping down, 
Stephen Richards 


THE Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning Group - 
which is responsible for deciding where most NHS 
spending in Oxfordshire goes - has appointed a 
new chief executive after the position's previous 
holder stepped down because of the demands of the 
job. 

David Smith will take over as the head of the 
OCCG in June, coming from Kingston Clinical 
Commissioning Group in London, where he is 
currently accountable officer. 

He replaces Stephen Richards, who stepped 
down at the end of last year to be replaced by 
interim chief executive Ian Wilson. 

Dr Joe McManners, clinical chairman of OCCG, 
said: "We are delighted that David Smith has 


accepted this post with OCCG. 

"His track record in leading health and social 
care services and his considerable financial 
background mean that he will bring a wealth of 
valuable skills and experience to Oxfordshire. 

"I look forward to working with him to transform 
our health and social care system into one of the 
best in the country." 

Mr Smith has worked in the NHS since 1975 and 
in his current post in Kingston he leads the 
commissioning of health authority adult social care 
as well as health services. 

Since being established in April last year, the 
OCCG has faced financial difficulties with a forecast 
£6.1 m deficit this year and £6.9m next year.

Gridlock fear as the HS2 rail 


CHERWELL District Council is 
to demand the Government 
alters its plans for building the 
highspeed railway service HS2 
because of fears construction 
traffic will snarl up Banbury and 
its surrounding roads. 

The council nas opposed 
building the link, which will 
initially run between London and 
Birmingham and cuts across a 
corner of Oxfordshire at Finmere 
and Mixbury, but is also now 
worried about the impact of traffic 
during its building stage. 

The council has £14,000 
unspent in its war chest over the 
scheme and has now voted to 
spend that on petitioning the 
Government to change its 
construction plans and routes. 

Leader Barry Wood said 
councillors had been stunned into 
silence as they were given a 
rundown on the expected impact 
on traffic at the M40 junction and 
Hennef Way due to construction 
traffic using the A423 Southam 
Road, A361 Daventry Road and 
B4525 through Middleton Cheney. 

The latter would see 1,240 
additional lorries on it per day for 
two years, meaning Banbury 
would face "gridlock for years", 
he added.

Mr Wood said: "HS2 runs 
through part of the Cherwell 
district. There is going to be a 
really big impact and congestion 
in Banbury." 

The motion to petition the 
Government was backed by the 
Conservative, Liberal Democrat 
and Independent councillors but 
opposed by Labour. 

Mr Wood said: "I am shocked 
and dismayed that Banbury 
Labour Party are letting the town 
and its people down so badly on 
this." 

But opposition leader Sean 
Woodcock said: "The Labour 
group on Cherwell District 
Council has consistently opposed 
the council spending taxpayers' 
money on opposing HS2. This 
includes petitioning the hybrid 
bill. Labour agrees with the 
assessment of officers that this 
infrastructure project will have an 
impact on Cherwell. But the value 
in petitioning is unclear as this 
impact is not yet known, and the 
council, with other local 
authorities, will be consulted in 
the future anyway."

A TEACHER, who has been elected as 
president of a national union, says he has 
to give breakfast to pupils in his school. 

Oxfordshire's Geoff Branner, 59, took over 
the role in the National Association of 
Schoolmasters/Union of Women Teachers 
(NASUWT) last week.

Mr Branner, who is taking a sabbatical for 
the year he is president, said: "Poverty is 
growing in schools. 

"The number of children we give free 
breakfasts to in Banbury has risen 
considerably in the last four years. 

"They are coming to school too tired to 
concentrate because they could not sleep as 
their bedroom is so cold and they haven't 
been fed." 

It was a topic he spoke on for his maiden 
speech at the union's conference in Brighton 
last week. 

Mr Branner, who became a teacher in 
1977, has worked in special needs education 
all his career and has previously worked at 
Carterton Community College and Lord 
Williams's School, in Thame. 

Mr Branner said his proudest moment was 
helping to turn around the fortunes of a boy 
who had suffered from neglect at one of the

Oxfordshire schools. He said: "He spent most 
of his primary school days under a table 
kicking out at anyone who came near him. 

"But in the years he was with me and a 
fantastic teaching assistant, we provided him 
the means to keep himself clean, with a 
complete change of clothes, and taught him 
to read and write. 

"We turned him from someone who was 
completely unemployable to a young man 
who was able to hold down a job and is still 
in a job more than ten years later. 

"He didn't get five A* to C GCSEs but he 
got skills that made him a contributing 
member to society with the dignity of having 
a job." 

Mr Branner now wants to see state school 
teachers recognised for their hard work in 
closing the gap with private schools. 

He said: "Oxfordshire schools get £3,000 
to £4,000 per year for each child they teach, 
whereas if you go into a private school they 
probably get that much per term. 

"So what teachers achieve on a shoestring 
budget is an astonishing achievement. 

"You really can't compare what's possible 
to achieve between those incomes." 

Mr Branner believes he was elected to the 
role because his "passion for education" was 
clear. 

He added: "I want to ensure that our 
schools provide for kids and help them to 
become the authors of their own life story. 

"It's really important that children are 
given the right tools to equip them for 
adulthood. 

"Although where I differ from Michael 
Gove is that where he thinks everyone 
needs the same set of tools, I think each 
child needs their own set of tools for their 


Geoff Branner's views: 


• STRIKES 

"We didn't join the National Union of Teachers because we felt 
the Government had began to engage in talks and we thought it 
would be incorrect to take industrial action. 

"At the moment there are no plans for strike action but that 
doesn't mean we won't if the Government makes a move which 
we feel would be damaging to future education." 

• FREE SCHOOLS 

"By and large they are a vanity project for Michael Gove. It 
seems to me that the primary and secondary schools in 
Oxfordshire tend to fill the requirements of educating kids. 

"The pre-school system has already thrown up some pretty 
appalling practices in different parts of the country and I don't 
think we want to introduce them in Oxfordshire. There should be 
democratic control over schools." 

• ACADEMIES 

"I think they can do a good job but I'm not convinced they are 
needed. You can make improvements in the provision of 
education in any school - it doesn't require it to be an academy. 
Having a management structure with directors on large wages 
removes some of the cash that should be going to working with 
children in the classroom." 

• PRIMARY SCHOOL PLACES 

"If you don't allow local authorities to build schools and wait 
for the private sector to step in, then they are going to step in 
when they have a steady source of income guaranteed. 

"There needs to be more planning at Government level. We 
know when a child is born that four years later they are going to 
go to school, so we know when the primary school places are 
needed." 

• TEACHERS' SALARIES 

"Teachers recognise they are in a financially challenging time. 
We've had two rises of one per cent in the past four years. While 
we recognise that costs are going up and therefore it's harder for 
us to manage, we know that many parents are in an even greater 
difficulty so we bear those problems. 

"But teachers will start looking for better-paid jobs elsewhere if 
we're not careful and we will lose some good and talented 
people."

food banks in Banbury and Bicester over the 
past year - a rise of more than 50 per cent. 

Bishop John said: "Food poverty and hunger 
is a huge problem and is much more serious 
than people realise." 

It is hoped the letter, organised by the End 
Hunger Fast campaign, will raise awareness of 
food poverty. 

Bishop John said: "I am pleased to support 
the End Hunger Fast campaign, though, of 
course, I regret that it is necessary in 21st- 
century Britain." 

The letter states: "These shocking figures are 
well under the total number of people going 
hungry. They range from those too ashamed to 
visit their local food bank ,to families not yet in 
crisis, but ever more worried about keeping 
their cupboards full. One in four in financial 
trouble are cutting their food portion sizes and 
half are cutting their food budgets . 

"Lent has finally seen the beginning of a real 
national discussion on what this hunger means, 
what causes it, and how we as a society can 
begin rising to the challenge of this national 
crisis." 

TheTrussell Trust, which runs food banks in 
Bicester and Banbury, said it had seen the 


number of people using their service increase 
by 50 per cent over the last two years. 

More than 4,000 people received parcels 
from the food banks last year, compared to 
2,879. 

Janet Ray, project manager at the Bicester 
Food Bank, in Victoria Road, said: "There was 
a huge increase the year before last. We would 
hope that people didn't need the food bank, 
but obviously we are there for them." 

Elswhere, the Oxford Food Bank, which was 
set up in volunteers in 2009, has also reported 
a huge rise in the number of food deliveries 

Organiser David Cairns said: "We started 
four-and-a-half years ago with five charities 
and now serve over 55. At the Oxford Food 
Bank we deliberately don't get involved with 
politics." 

The food bank in Lamarsh Road is open 
every day and delivers around £1 m worth of 
food every year. 

Nationally, TheTrussell Trust, reported a 163 
per cent increase in food bank use over the 
past year. 

Across the UK, 913,138 people in crisis 
were provided with three days' emergency 
food between April 1 2013 and March 31 this 
year.

- 7,545 compared with 7,184 last 
year. And the number of five-year- 
olds in the county, currently at 
7,976, is projected to peak at 9,01 7 
in 2019 according to the Office for 
National Statistics. 

Oxfordshire county council's 
education boss, Melinda Tilley, said: 
"Like many other areas we are 
expecting the school age-population 
to continue to rise in the coming 
years. 

"In circumstances where demand 
for places at particular schools 
exceeds their capacity, the reality is 
that not everyone can be offered a 
place. 

"That means while most 
Oxfordshire families will be 
receiving the news they were 
hoping for, there will also be some 
who will be disappointed." 

Education expert Dr Mary 
Bousted said England was facing a 
"growing crisis" in primary school 
places, with tens of thousands of 


children missing out on their first 
choice. 

And in Oxfordshire, where 
100,000 new homes are due to be 
built by 2031, many towns are 
already feeling the squeeze. 

County councillor Zoe Patrick 
said: "We need new school places 
sooner rather than later. 

"Last year, some parents in my 
division got a place for one child in 
the village and had to send a sibling 
two-and-a-half miles away. 

"It is possible to appeal against 
the decision, but it is a tortuous 
process." 

Since 2009 Oxfordshire County 
Council has created about 1,000 
new reception places across the 
county. 

It is currently expanding 20 
primaries, nine due to be completed 
in September this year and 11 the 
following September. 

Any family who has not received 
a first-choice offer has the option to 
appeal, and remain on continued 
interest lists for their preferred 
school, in case spaces become 
available before September.

■ A PLAN for a wind turbine in a 
field in Mollington should be 
refused, a council planning 
officer has advised. Murex Energy 
has applied to Cherwell District 
Council for a turbine with a 
maximum blade-tip height of 77 
metres.

HALF of Oxfordshire residents 
have seen a muntjac deer in their 
garden, but only two per cent 
think they have ever had a visit 
from a red squirrel. 

These are the results from the 
RSPB's Big Garden Birdwatch survey, 
which reveals Oxfordshire to be a 
snapshot of the national wildlife 
picture. 

Grey squirrels were the most 
common species surveyed, with 72 
per cent saying they had spotted one 
in the garden every month. Some 20 


per cent said they regularly saw a 
muntjac deer in their garden too. 

And a fifth of those asked said they 
had seen a roe deer in their garden. 

RSPB Oxford group volunteer Lyn 
Ebbs said she quite often saw 
muntjac deer in her own garden, 
which was a sign of a predator/prey 
"imbalance". 

She said: "I would like to see more 
big predators like wolves and bears 
but I don't think it would go down too 
well in Oxfordshire. 

"We don't have the diversity of 


wishful thinking." 

In Oxfordshire, 7,808 residents 
kept watch in their garden for an hour 
over the weekend of January 25/26 to 
count birds and other wildlife. 

More than 13 per cent of 
respondents in Oxfordshire did not 
know whether they had ever seen a 
common toad, but nearly 50 per cent 
saw a frog once a month. 

It was the first time in the bird 
survey's 36 years that participants 
were asked to record other wildlife 
visiting their gardens. 

The survey found local bird 
populations had held steady over five 
years, and, in terms of other wildlife, 
the RSPB said Oxfordshire had 
nothing to worry about. 

County spokesman Fen Gerry said: 
"Oxfordshire is following a national 
trend and I don't think that's a bad 
thing. 

"There isn't a massive lack of 
anything here. It's a happy medium. 

"We're certainly not alarmed by 
anything revealed in the survey."

IT'S the dilemma for the busy 
modern family - you want to put 
the healthiest food on the table 
but time often means choosing 
pre-prepared meals.

from cheap - but she said the changes 
she and her family had undergone had 
been priceless. 

Mrs Giggins, who is a full-time 


mother, said: "The first week was 
exhausting. Our weekly shop cost 
£160, double the usual bill. 

"The next three weeks were a lot 
easier. It has been more than worth it. 
My skin has become clearer and my 
energy levels lifted towards the end of 
the month." 


The change from ready meals and 
frozen food to healthy homemade 
meals produced an equally dramatic 
change in her young son, Isaac. 

She said: "Isaac was a bit boisterous 
but during the 30 days there was a 
noticeable change, he was much 
calmer and the tantrums disappeared." 


The whole family has bought into 
the change in lifestyle, her web¬ 
developer husband Neil, 37, has 
changed his hours at work so he 
returns to the family home earlier in 
the day. Even Oliver, 17 months, has 
stopped throwing his food on the floor. 

The challenge has brought the 
Giggins family closer together. 

Mrs Giggins said: "We made eating 
more of an event. 

"Breakfast and lunch used to be 
eaten in the living room. Now we eat 
every single meal at the table." 

Two weeks on from completing her 
30-day challenge, the cost of the 
family's food shop has returned to 
normal and they have kept up their 
new lifestyle. 

She added: "Even though I have 
completed the 30 days, I am still 
making a lot of our food from scratch. 

It has become second nature to me. 

"When we all sit down around our 
kitchen table tucking into our dinner, I 
love knowing that I have made my 
family a good quality meal full of fresh, 
healthy ingredients." 


Anneliese's top tips every mum should know 


Plan your meals: 

Write a weekly menu planner so that you know what 
you will be making each day for the entire week. Not 
only did a weekly menu plan help to keep my brain 
focused but it also stopped me wasting food. 

Double up and freeze: 

When making something from scratch, be it potato 
wedges or chopped tomatoes, make double if possible so 
that you can put half into the freezer for another day. 

That way you will have meals to hand when you're in a 
rush - and you'll only have to clean up once 
Homemade bread: 

When you make your own bread you can carry out

Her husband, Peter Walker, said 
he had received two text messages 
and a short phone call from her to 
say she was all right. 

He said the scene of the 
avalanche was about a four-hour 
hike up the mountain from base 
camp and his wife could have been 
caught up if she had been part of a 
team heading to the top.

He said: "It was really rather 
emotional as so many of the guides 
that had taken her group up were 
from the same villages or related to 
them." 

Mrs Meek also told her husband 
she had seen the emergency 
helicopters come and take the 
victims' bodies away. She wrote: 
"Very sobering. It could have been 
us, we left base camp as it started to 
snow." 

Mrs Meek served on Chipping 
Norton Town Council in the 1980s 
and 1990s and was also the 
chairman of the town's chamber of 
commerce. 

The trip to Everest was preparation 
for a trek to the South Pole in 
December 2015. 

As part of her training, she now 


hopes to climb Mount Kilimanjaro 
in September, after narrowly failing 
to reach the summit two years ago. 

She said: "Altitude training is key 
to any South Pole success, so this is 
our start. Our next hurdle is 
Kilimanjaro, part of my own 
unfinished business." 

In 1997, she rowed across the 
Atlantic in 101 days with her son, 
Dan Byles, now North 
Warwickshire's MP. 

She became the world's oldest 
person to row any ocean, then 53, 
in the first Atlantic rowing race and 
holds three Guinness World 
Records for the first mother and son 
to row an ocean, the first mother 
and son to walk or ski to either pole 
and the oldest woman to walk or 
ski to the magnetic North Pole. 

She now tours the country giving 
motivational speeches.

OVER the last five years, prescriptions of anti-depressants 
have soared in Oxfordshire, costing the NHS £8m. 

In 2006/07 some 220,282 prescriptions for the two main 
categories of anti-depressants - selective serotonin reuptake 
inhibitors and serotonin-adrenaline reuptake inhibitors - were made, 
rising to 355,004 in 2012/13. 

The most common drugs prescribed were citalopram, 166,144 
times last year, and fluoxetine, also sold as Prozac, with 75,682 
prescriptions. 

Health leaders said that a recent focus on spotting depression, 
greater awareness that help was available and people remaining on 
medication for longer, led to the rise. 

Oxfordshire Mind chief executive Patrick Taylor said: "Although a 
lot of stigma sadly still exists around mental health problems, more 

discussion on the 
subject in the 
media and 
campaigns, such 
as the national 
Time to Talk Day, 
have helped more 
people to 
understand. As 
more and more 
sufferers feel 
confident to seek 
the support they 
need, it is perhaps 
not surprising if 
we see an increase 
in prescriptions for 
anti-depressants 
and other 
medications." 

He said county 
residents were 
"fortunate" to have 
access to 
TalkingSpace, an 
NHS programme 
that uses cognitive 
behavioural 
therapy. 

This helps 
people change 
their way of 

thinking and behaviour patterns to combat moderate depression and 
anxiety. The service sees about 7,500 people a year. 

The figures were provided by the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group - which makes most NHS funding decisions - 
after a Freedom of Information Act request. 

A spokesman said: "There has been more focus on diagnosing 
early depression over the last five years. 

"Appropriately prescribed anti-depressants are very effective and 
guidelines are clear about the advantages of staying on anti¬ 
depressants until the episode is fully resolved." 

Previously, some patients were advised to stop taking drugs if they 
felt better, he said. 

June Dent, a consultant clinical psychologist who runs 
TalkingSpace, said: "In a time of recession, more people feel stressed. 
If they have had a history of depression that might tip the balance. 

"By and large, one in six of us will feel depressed or anxious at 
some time in our lives. That figure doesn't really change very much."

Just one per cent jobless 


THE number of people signing 
on the dole in the county has 
fallen to just one per cent of the 
working population for the first 
time in more than five years. 

Latest figures from the Office 
for National Statistics show 
4,361 claimed Jobseeker's

266 on the previous month. 

It represents the lowest total 
since July 2008 with 2,729 
fewer people claiming the 
benefit than at the same time 
last year.

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2,162 criminals walk away with a warning 


Sir Tony calls for 


action over police 


cautions 


MORE than 500 police cautions 
were handed out last year to 
criminals who had already been 
given formal warnings. 

Thames Valley Police cautioned 2,162 
Oxfordshire people in 2013 - 515 of 
whom had already been cautioned 
before including two criminals warned 
five times previously. 

The figures, obtained through the 
Freedom of Information Act, have raised 
questions over the effectiveness of the

warnings, but the force has defended its 
use of them. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry told 
police and criminal justice minister 
Daiman Green in Parliament in 
December that cautions should not be 
handed out for serious crimes. 

Now he believes Thames Valley Police 
and Crime Commissioner Anthony 

Stansfeld should look at how 
cautions are given out. 

He said: "Within the 
criminal justice system there 
may well be many good 
reasons for issuing a caution 
rather than bringing a 
prosecution. 

"However, I think the only 
difficulty with cautions is that 
by definition they are not 
subject to judicial oversight. 

" There is no effective 
mechanism for detailing what 
cautions, as a whole, are 
being applied appropriately. 

"There is no perfect way to 
monitor this but I think it is 
probably a matter the Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
should look into." 

A caution is a formal police 
warning that is given to a 
person who has admitted a 
crime and it will always stay 
on their record. Those who 
refuse the caution will usually 
face prosecution. 

Superintendent Rory 
Freeman, head of Criminal 
Justice at Thames Valley 
Police, said cautions were 
used in proportion to the 
crime committed. He added 
victims' wishes were also 
considered. He also said a 
caution should not be given to 
someone cautioned or 
convicted of similar crimes 
within two years. 

But he said: "Cautions act

as a strong deterrent for most 
of those that receive them. The 
majority of those given a 
caution do not reoffend. 

"For those that do, cautions 
provide a record of their 
offending that can be used to 
highlight a pattern of 
behaviour should that 
individual be arrested for a 
similar offence again or face 
prosecution before the courts. 

"Thames Valley Police has 
consistently followed the 
Ministry of Justice guidance on 
simple cautions which have 
very recently been put on 
statutory footing by the 
Criminal Justice and Courts 
Bill." 

Last year, the Banbury Cake 
reported that rapists, robbers, 
arsonists and sex offenders 
were among those given 
15,466 cautions between April 
2006 and April 2012. 


HOW POLICE CAUTIONS ARE 
DESIGNED TO WORK 


• CAUTIONS are a way of 
dealing with offenders 
without going to court and 
are meant to be given for 
‘minor’ crimes. 

• The perpetrator has to 
admit the offence and 
agree to be cautioned. If 
they do not agree, they can 
be arrested and charged. 

• Cautions are issued at 
the discretion of the police 
or Crown Prosecution 
Service. 


• They are not a criminal 
conviction, but they can be 
used as evidence of bad 
character if the person 
appears before court in the 
future. 

• The Government says 
cautions are given “for 
minor crimes - for 
example, writing graffiti on 
a bus shelter”. 

• Cautions will appear on 
a Criminal Records Bureau 
(CRB) check.

Fifth Corner - The place to Buy Furniture 
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Gearing up to 
mark milestone 
of 40th year 


JOHN Terry chuckles: "This is 
the first proper job I've ever 
had in my life!" He doesn't 
mean he's been unemployed for 
the rest of the time - far from 
it. 

After studying English and drama 
at university, he worked for several 
years as a freelance director at the 
Orange Tree Theatre in Richmond, 
Finborough Theatre and the 
National Theatre, among others, as 
well as running his own company, 
Shapeshifter. 

Then, in 2008, he arrived in 
Chipping Norton to become only 
the third director in the theatre's 40- 
year history. 

"I was used to having contracts of 
a few months maximum and then 
off to find the next thing," he says. 
"So this was the first time I settled 
down somewhere and had a job 
that paid a sensible wage and where 
I knew what I was 
going to be doing for 
the next few months. 

"I've always worked 
in the theatre and 
always worked as a 
director, but this is the 
first time I've run a 
building." 

Unlike many in the theatrical 
profession, John's enthusiasm for the 
theatre kicked in comparatively late. 

"I suppose I hit it at about 16. I 
started off acting in school plays, 
but even before I left school I'd 
started directing. I directed my first 
show when I was in sixth form, and 
started to think 'I rather like this!'. 

"As an actor, I was far too 
analytical; I couldn't be emotionally 
in the moment. So, apart from rather 
enjoying being in charge, I found 
my skills were better suited to sitting 
back and guiding the process from 
the outside. I'm far happier looking 
at the stage than being on it!" 

After his somewhat nomadic 
existence in London - where he 
would do a single show and then 
move on, without ever getting to 
know his audience - John is finding 
the continuity of Chipping Norton a 
welcome change. 

"When I came for the interviews, 
there was a production here by 
Wood Green School, and just the 
feel of the auditorium, the space, 
the way the audience connects with 
the show, really appealed to me," he 
recalls. "It was a chance for an 


extended dialogue with a group of 
people. 

"With each show and each new 
season you're continuing the 
conversation about what people are 
interested in, what they're 
challenged by, what they're excited 
by, and so that process of being able 
to have a longer-term project, rather 
than a single production, really 
appealed to me. 

"And this theatre is rooted in its 
community. There's a very strong 
sense of ownership, and people are 
incredibly enthusiastic and 
supportive of it." 

Chipping Norton's theatre may 
only be small - it seats just 200 - 
but it has big ideas. 

Like his predecessors, John is 
determined to bring in major names, 
and to put on shows of the highest 
possible quality. 

"I think all three of us have been 
quite stubborn in our insistence on 


punching above our weight," he 
says. "We do get big names here, 
and we take on quite big projects 
ourselves, whether it's the 
pantomime or our in-house shows. 
We're finding that people are 
travelling a greater distance to come 
here now. 

"Our catchment area is now 30- 
40 miles, and for me that's exciting, 
because there's a real sense of it 
being unique, of it being something 
special." 

The theatre's size does present 
some practical problems. The stage 
is surprisingly spacious, but there is 
no loading bay so everything has to 
come in through the auditorium, 
with huge articulated trucks having 
to reverse into the narrow road 
outside the theatre. 

"We've had the most 
extraordinary things come through. 
Half a Mini came through there for 
one show, and there's huge set 
pieces that come through and 
massive lighting rigs. There does 
have to be a bit of creative thinking, 
and occasionally we have to get out 
the saw! 

"For a lot of artists we are by a 
long way the smallest venue that 


they play, but they come because 
they love it. They get a great 
response from the audience and 
they get well looked after." 

John's proudest achievement 
since coming to Chipping Norton 
has been producing more work 
in-house - he hopes to expand 
further. 

"I think if you're wanting to be a 
truly creative place, you have to be 
creating work yourself. Otherwise 
you're just the hosts for other 
people's work. So I'm very proud 
that we've built the organisation to a 
level that we can now take on the 
financial risk of making shows 
ourselves." 

With the 40th anniversary upon 
him, John's job has just got even 
busier. 

The programme of celebratory 
events includes an exhibition of 
material from the theatre's archives, 
a 1970s-themed birthday party and 
a marathon attempt to 
write, rehearse and put 
on a pantomime in the 
space of 48 hours. 

"The pantomime is 
so much at the heart of 
what people know this 
place for," he says. 
"We've stars and cast and creatives 
from previous pantos coming back, 
and we'll start on the Thursday 
evening and work all the hours God 
sends to create a fundraising show 
for the weekend. It's an idea I'm 
ruing on an almost daily basis at the 
moment." 

As for the future, John hopes to 
get the theatre recognised nationally 
as a creator of work, and to tour in- 
house productions more extensively. 
Meanwhile, he is determined to 
ensure that there is something for 
everyone at the theatre, and that 
everyone who goes there has a great 
night out. 

"I think variety is important 
because we are the only cultural 
venue in this area. 

"Also, I think part of the 
experience of coming to Chipping 
Norton is coming to this cute little 
Victorian theatre, so I want the work 
that happens on stage to be entirely 
surprising and not cute and pretty, 
but striking and really good quality. 

If we get that right, then I think the 
balance is perfect."

R evenge is a dish best served 
ice-cold and in generous 
portions in Nick Cassavetes's 
romantic comedy of spiteful sisterly 
solidarity. 

For the first hour, it's a tasty dish 
laced with tart one-liners by 
screenwriter Melissa Stack, who 
deftly sketches the emotional bonds 
between a wife and the two other 
women, who have unknowingly 
slept with her skirt-chasing 
husband. 

These early scenes, in which the 
embittered spouse surfs a tidal wave 
of rage while the two mistresses 
wrestle with their guilt, achieve a 
pleasing blend of painful home 
truths and ribald humour. 

"You had sex with my husband 
50 times?!" shrieks the wife when 
she learns about the impressively 
gymnastic nature of her husband's 
relationship with one of his bits on 
the side. 

"Don't you have a job? Or 
hobbies?!" she caterwauls. 

Once the feisty femmes agree on 
a plan of attack to make the 
cheating husband pay for his bed¬ 
hopping sins, any subtlety in the 
script is supplanted by crude toilet 
humour and cutesy fairy-tale 
romances for two of the 
protagonists. 

Thus, one mistress drops laxatives 
into the husband's drinks and we're 


treated to a protracted sequence in 
a cramped toilet cubicle with the 
philanderer as he endures a 
blitzkrieg of deafening rectal 
explosions that seem to go on 
forever. 

He deserves his comeuppance, 
we just don't need to see or hear it, 
blow for literal blow. 

Carly Whitten (Cameron Diaz) is 
a high-flying attorney with a sassy 
personal assistant (Nicki Minaj), 
who aptly describes her boss as "a 
ruthless law-robot". 

However, Carly wants to be 
adored and she falls for a handsome 
charmer called Mark (Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau), who showers her 
with gifts. 

On the spur of the moment, Carly 
surprises Mark in a sexy outfit and 
she stumbles on his secret: he's 
married with a wife, Kate (Leslie 
Mann), who gave up her job for her 
man. 

Unexpectedly, the two women 
become friends. 

Shared sisterly sympathy solidifies 
when Carly and Kate discover that 
Mark has been cheating on both of 
them with another woman, Amber 
(Kate Upton). 

Emboldened by their 
experiences, Carly, Kate and Amber 
resolve to teach Mark a lesson he 
will never forget.

S uzuki's new crossover vehicle 
makes an instant impression 
— and luckily for Suzuki it is 
a good one. 

The sheer solidity and build qual¬ 
ity of the SX4 S-Cross shine through 
the second that you fire up the 
engine. 

Well-made, rattle-free and eco¬ 
nomical, the newcomer boosts the 
Japanese carmaker's pedigree in the 
production of crossover and four- 
wheel-drive cars. 

The attraction of crossover vehi¬ 
cles is easy to understand. A high 
driving position, strong, striking 
styling, combined with family- 
friendly amounts of cabin and lug¬ 
gage space make for an attractive 
alternative to a standard hatchback. 

Priced from about £15,000, the S- 
Cross comes in a choice of two- or 
four-wheel-drive and four specifica¬ 
tions, all of them fitted with seven 
airbags and electronic stability con¬ 
trol as standard. 

The engine choice is a straight 
decision between diesel and petrol, 
both 1.6 litres and both producing 
120 horsepower. 

The diesel, while rumbly at low 
speed, will be cheaper to run for 
people covering lots of miles, and 
on the road the Hungarian-built S- 
Cross is stable, quiet and as solid at 
speed as the initial impression of the 


build quality suggests. Suzuki says it 
carried out tests on European roads 
before launching the car and that 
shows in an excellent blend of han¬ 
dling, stability and driving comfort. 

The four-wheel-drive system has 
four modes — auto, sport, snow, 
and lock — that can be selected at 
the flick of a dial. 

The auto mode, likely to be the 
most-used setting, uses two-wheel- 
drive by default and will switch to 
four-wheel-drive if wheelspin is 
detected. Sport mode is best suited 
to twisting country roads, boosting 
engine speed by 500rpm and auto¬ 
matically diverting 20 per cent more 
torque to the rear wheels. 

All models are equipped as stan¬ 
dard with tyre pressure monitoring, 
as well as daytime running lights, 
cruise control with speed limiter, air 
conditioning, heated door mirrors, 
protective skid plates and wheelarch 
extensions.

To mark the occasion, 
fans attending this year's event 
will be treated to three special 
commemorative parades, 
featuring British Grand Prix 
winning cars and drivers that 
have provided unforgettable 
moments in the circuit's 
illustrious history. 

The three parades — one 

scheduled for each day of the 
three-day event — will transfer 
spectators and drivers back to 
a bygone era, as a host of 
British Formula 1 drivers are to 


be reunited with the cars they 
drove to British Grand Prix 
victory.
